DBriefly it may be stated
that this invention cossists of a hotair farnace
or tunnel, with double wall registers, well
rupplicd with & uniform heat; and ropning
through it is a smaull raiirond contalning capi-
tally constructed fron cuars, co arranged ms to
hold 660 bricks each without louclhing each
other. Thesea carlonds of bricks are dried,
while passing throueh the tunaoel, with aston-
Ishing quickuess, uniformity, and thoroughness,
They enter one ¢nd soft bricks, and come out at
the other entirely ready for use. The farnace is
capable of drylog 6200 bricks st a time, nnd each
one comes out perfectly dried. The old and tire-
some method of deying (well known to brick-
makers) is entirely dispensed with, and a
conslderable amount ol labor and expense ia
saved, With this invention lo use bricks can
Be made at all seasons, except when the olay is
actuully frozen. Brickmakers who study their
own Interest will do well to examine ths fnven-
tion at once, and Its merits will be apparent,
There is a tortune in it for the inventor, Any
particulars regarding it can be learped of
Alexander Kerr & Brother, No. 136 8.

THE CHICAGO TUNNEL.

Rapld Progress of the Work, and an
Eariy Lompiletlon Expecied.

We take the following from the Chicago Post:

Work on the Washington street tupuel is
rapudly proereesing, and there is linde doub
tbhat the great thorough'are will be opened in
the eatly spnog, Toe obsiructions will be re-
moved from tne river by December 1, From
three hundred to four hundred men are em-
ployed vjpon the work, aud the whoie 18 pushed
forward to completion as rapidly as po-sible,
Si1x bundied aod s'x'y-five feet of the aiching
nte already finished, leaviog 265 feet sull to be
built. The east excuvation 1s now eighty feet
inside the river bed, The coder dam is all ths
could be des red, excluding the warer pertectly
so that no trouble arises 1rom this source. On
the west =ide the excavations are within twenty.
five feet of the river. The coffer dam will be
built across the other ba!l o! toe river, aud the
chappel chapged from the west to the cuast side
by the middie of Beotember, 80 that the exou-
vition ean be contimued on the west sule, The
passenger house on the east side is vearly at its
tull height,

The gereral plan of the tunoel is already
known, Bugle pas-ages, for borse and loot
separately, are bullt to the water's edge, where
the passage is doubled for the carringe way,
txtending two hundred and twenty fect, ope
alde lor going east, and the other side for the
west, thus prevenuing any danger ol colllsion.
The footpath s six feet above the carringe road,
in the middle of the tunnel. When all the
arches are completed the wtop will be covered
with mesonry, makive all level; over this will
be o coating of gavernment asphal'um poured
ou hot, and thus ronplvg into and Alling all the
seame, avd formine a water tght sheetioe;
over this, agawn, large, beavy fagstones, of
the usual white stounes, will be laid, and the
joints Gilled with ssphaltom. Then the wa'er is
ullowed to flow over all, Between each coarse of
brick ip the arches is a balf wwen of cement,
The bottom of the archways will be built
over & concrete fillime of pounded stone and
oement, Beneath the centre of the passage-way
under foot, Is » eewer 120 feet long—over one
hundred of which |8 pnow built—lealing ton
well In the cevtre of the tunuel bottom, into
which all water accomuolating in the tunoel
fows aud s pumped up by a powertful engine to
the gurface and back to tpe river, The cost of
the tunnel, for material and |ghor, 18 aboaot
$8000 per week, Toe cost of buildiog is much
greater 1than was b first expreted, ad the project
®is /R pew one, und of course not to be tgured
closely ou. The contractors have already dis-
bursed upwards of $75,000 over and uhove what
they bave received from the ciy, The origing
contruct was $328 600 but the uwectual cost will
be not lezs than ball s salliou, The present
coutructors, Losever, are determined Lo carey
e work through.
